“Silence No More I Was Bom 
to Roar" was the message 
Thema Bryant, an award-win¬ 
ning poet, performer and psy¬ 
chologist, gave in her powerful 
performance on Apr. 4 in 
Cobum Hall titled, “An Upbeat 
Black Girl’s Song: Using the 
arts to change the world.” The 
event was sponsored by the 
Community Social Psychology 
Program and the ALANA stu¬ 
dent center and was part of this 
year's celebration of Fear No 
People Week. 

Bryant is a multitalented and 
gifted person who has worked as 
a therapist, mental health coun¬ 
selor, and an educator in the 
U.S. and in Africa. She is 
presently doing a clinical intern¬ 
ship at Harvard Medical Center 
^Caiiibridgcjiospital. B ryan t 
will receive her Ph D. this June 
from Duke University in psy¬ 
chology' and African American 
studies. 

Bryant founded a program 
called “Sister-to-Sister: Rites of 
passage for urban adolescent 
.African American girls,” and is 
the editor for an international 
new sletter: ASOMI for the

Holistic Health of Women of 
African American descent. 

Bryant has made a place for 
herself in this world through her 
“roaring,” as she would call it, 
and she wants to pass that mes¬ 
sage on to others. Her primary 
focus of work is on the influ¬ 


ence of gender identity and 
racial identity on mental health 
functioning. She is also very 
interested in coping strategies 
and recovery from trauma, par¬ 
ticularly for people of African 
American descent. 

Bryant took those in atten¬ 


dance on a poetic journey of 
healing through her captivating 
performance. She is a believer in 
using the arts as a way to heal 
oneself. She believes in not 
being silent and always speaking 
the truth. Throughout her perfor¬ 
mance, Bryant had the audience 
check in with each other and 
sing along with her. She uses the 
analogy of a lioness to describer 
herself—the roaring is her voice. 

The most powerful and emo¬ 
tional poem that she performed 
was “Amad Diablo,” which was 
about an African American man 
who was shot 41 times by four 
white police officers. Bryant had 
the audience count out loud to 
41 to show the impact of this 
incident and how this could not 
have been a mistake. 

All of her poetry comes from 
people whom she has encoun¬ 
tered through her amazing life. 
She also believes in the ability 
to survive and to look at people 
for who they are and not where 
they come from. 

Bryant has a CD out called 
“Sky - An Upbeat Black Girl's 
Song" which includes her inspir¬ 
ing poetry coupled with music. 
She also has written a book 
titled ‘The Birthing of a 
Lioness,” which is available on 
amazon.com. On Sunday, Apr. 

30 at 8 p.m. this reigning poetry 
slam champion of Cambridge’s 
infamous Cantab Lounge will be 
performing downstairs, at 738 
Mass Ave. in Cambridge.

UML and GEO reach agreement 


I Graduate employ¬ 
ees vote to approve 
new contract.

After two years of difficult 
negotiations, the Graduate 
Employee Organization (GEO) 
and UMass Lowell administra¬ 
tion have tentatively agreed on a 
new contract for research assis¬ 
tants and teaching assistants 
(RAs and TAs). The graduate 
employees overwhelmingly 
voted to approve the contract 
last week. 

The contract will be signed by 
campus officials this week and 
forwarded to the UMass Office 
of the President in Boston for 
approval and funding by state 
officials. A contract proposal 
approved last November by the 
Union’s members and the cam¬ 
pus administration was unac¬ 
ceptable to state officials and 
has been recalled. 


The new contract proposal 
addresses the long-standing 
request of out-of-state and inter¬ 
national TAs and RAs by pro¬ 
viding a full tuition waiver for 
non-Massachusetts resident 
graduate employees. Out-of- 
state and international students 
will still be responsible for pay¬ 
ing all fees. 

“We got one step further than 
we thought we would,” said 
Magda Castillo, a Venezuelan 
doctoral student in Plastics 
Engineering who served on the 
union negotiating team. “Finally 
we are seeing the fruits of our 
24 months of labor. The next 
generation of TAs and RAs will 
receive better benefits.” 

The previous contract propos¬ 
al approved by the union mem¬ 
bership included an 18 percent 
raise across the board for its 
members. The new proposal, 
which meets the guidelines from 
the Governor’s Office of 
Employee Relations, provides 
two successive 3 percent 
increases in the base pay of TAs 
and RAs. In addition, a system 
of merit pay has been estab¬ 


lished where students who are 
rehired in successive years will 
get a two percent pay increase. 
All employees will receive 
between a six and ten percent 
increase in pay. 

The UMass Lowell adminis¬ 
tration is also pleased with the 
contract proposal. “TAs and RAs 
are an important part of the cam¬ 
pus,” said UMass Lowell 


Provost Robert Wagner. “We are 
pleased to have a contract that 
expresses the value that we 
place on our graduate employ¬ 
ees.” Wagner served as the 
senior member of the negotiat¬ 
ing team for UMass Lowell. 

The new contract proposal 
also provides for the establish¬ 
ment of a Health and Welfare

Students needed for 
paid asthma study

The incidence of asthma has 
soared in the past twenty years, 
especially among children and 
adolescents. Researchers at 
UMass Lowell and in the 
Lowell community are asking 
why. and are looking to UMass 
Lowell students to help provide 
the answers. 

As one part of a three-part 
study, students - those with and 
w ithout asthma - are being 
asked to complete surveys, and 
are being paid to complete 
them. The aim of the study is to 
investigate the ethnic, physio¬ 
logical. and behavioral factors 
associated with asthma in the 
UMass Lowell student body. 
Graduate students will conduct 
the surveys with laptop comput¬ 
ers to maintain confidentiality. 

Student volunteers can partici¬ 
pate in the survey every day 
from 11 a.m. to 1 p.m. until 


April 22 in the North and South 
Campus Dining Halls. The paid 
survey is open to all UMass 
Lowell students. UML Student 
Health Services hopes for 400 
student volunteers. 

The study will consist of three 
parts. Survey A pays $5 and is a 
three-minute questionnaire. It is 
open to students both with and 
without a history of asthma. 
Students may opt to complete 
Survey B for $20, which con¬ 
sists of a 15-minute interview 
conducted by Nurse Practitioner 
Maureen Faul and a blood sam¬ 
ple. Survey C is open only to 
asthmatic students and pays $5. 

The student study is made pos¬ 
sible by a $140,000 Department 
of Public Health grant from the 
state led by Sen. Steven C. 
Panagiotakos. The student asth¬ 
ma study is sponsored by 
UMass Lowell Student Health 
Services in collaboration with 
the College of Health 
Professions.

The performance featured 
many extremely funny 
moments, perfect for the rib¬ 
aldry-loving college audience.

There were also 
some good and funny improvi- 
sational performances, especial¬ 
ly by the guys in the back¬ 
ground.

The world of Star Wars hit 
another high. This past week 
came the announcement that 
after only 48 hours of being on- 
sale through North America, 

Star Wars Episode 1: The 
Phantom Menace has sold more 
than 5 million copies and rolled 
in nearly $100 million dollars in 
sales. This is an astonishing fact 
due to the amount being only in 
North American sales. 

Of the 5 million VHS copies 
sold, the Special Widescreen 
Collector’s Edition (which I 
own) accounts for more than 
500,000 of the total 1.5 million 
Collector’s Editions created. 
That’s about one-third of the 
sales. The Collector’s Edition is 
on track to sell out sometime 
this week. 

I highly recommend the 
Collector’s Edition of the new 
Star Wars film. This is for a few 
reasons: One, I am a Star Wars 
lunatic. Two, the widescreen 
version, no matter how much 
you hate it, is a better way to * 
see the film. Third, and finally, 
because I said so. The 
Collector’s Edition does cost an 
extra ten bucks, but it is well 
worth the extra dough. 

In other news, the crew for 
the upcoming Episode II will 
stay the same. As we speak, the 
Costume Designers, Production 
Designers, and the rest of the 
Art department crew have start¬ 
ed working on ideas and sketch¬ 
es for what we will see when 
the next installment hits the big 


screen. We still 
have a few years 
to wait but, hey, 
it wouldn’t be 
Star Wars mania 
if we didn’t 
already talk 
about it. 

Also, George 
Lucas has 
announced that 
he will shoot 

Star Wars Episode II using digi¬ 
tal 24 frame progressive high- 
definition in place of film for 
most of the movie’s live-action 
scenes. 

The camera is a Sony HDW- 
F900, which is a new state-of- 
the-art camera recorder from 
Panavision. Lucas has put the 
new camera through several 
tests by Lucasfilm and Industrial 
Light and Magic, his special 
effects company. The tests 
included image performance and 
system functionality compared 
to the same tests on regular 
motion picture film. 

“The tests have convinced me 
that the familiar look and feel of 
motion picture film are fully 
present in this digital system 
and that the picture quality 
between the two is indistin¬ 
guishable on the large screen,” 
said Lucas. 

All of the sets are in the final 
stages of construction, and film¬ 
ing of Episode II is supposed to 
start in Australia around June. In 
August, the shooting will move 
to Italy, where the interior shots 
of Queen Amidala’s palace were 
recorded, and Tunisia, where the 
shots for Tatooine are created. 
Lucas plans to shoot for a total 



of 3 to 4 
months and 
then spend an 
additional 18 
months in 
post-produc¬ 
tion and edit¬ 
ing. This puts 
the release 
date for 
Episode II 
somewhere 
in early 
2002. 

“It’s an 
exciting step 
that we are 
taking, and 
working with 
Sony and 
Panavision, 
we plan to 
further 
advance this 
system over 
the coming 
years,” stated 
Lucas. “ Star 
Wars: 

Episode II is 
our first giant 
step.”

- The River Hawks came away 
with seven first place finishes 
and had several athletes place in 
numerous events at they placed 
third among 14 Division I, II 
and III college at the Tufts 
Invitational. 

Sophomore Jill Croft 
(Gardner, MA/Gardner) took 
first place in both the long jump 
and the 100 nieter dash. She 
jumped 17”.9’ in the long jump 
and ran the 100 in 12.93 sec¬ 
onds. Her distance in the long 
jump was nearly a foot longer 
than her nearest competitor. 

The River Hawks used a for¬ 
midable duo in the 100 meter 
hurdles as junior Sachanna 
Campbell (Bronx, NY/Dewitt 
Clinton) and senior Margie 
Ackman (Ft. Thomas, 
KY/Highlands) placed first and 
second respectively with times 
of 16.99 and 17.21. Campbell 


finished second in the high jump 
with a height of 5’3.75, and a 
third-place finish in the shot put 
with a throw of 39’1.25’. 
Ackman also tallied a third- 
place finish in the 400 meter 
hurdles. Junior Corinne Hill 
(Newburgh, NY/Newburgh 
Free) brought home first place 
in the 400 meter low hurdles 
with a time of 66:71. Freshman 
Heather Oldham (Woburn, 
MA/Wobum) won the shot put 
with a throw of 44’09.50, shat¬ 
tering the school record by 3 
feet, 4.5 inches. Teammate Mary 
Argulski (Cleveland, NY/Paul 
V. Moore), a sophomore, round¬ 
ed out the scoring in the shot 
put with an eighth-place finish 
and a throw of 32’8.5”. The 
River Hawks capped a success¬ 
ful day in the field as junior 
Melissa Nichols (Smithfield, 
Rl/Smithfield) took first place in 
the discus with a throw of 
121’3.00’\ and picked up a sev¬ 
enth place finish in the hammer 
with a throw of 134’1.0”.
